The House of R- preset] tali v«*s, after 
the morning hour, proceeded, as the 
ajiecial order, to the consideration of 
the retaliation bill. Govern or Mc- 
Creary opened the debate. He said 
that the message of the President sent 
to Congress on August 23 rd, 1888 , placed 
the administration in a firm aud cour- 
ageous attitude on the fisheries contro- 
versy with Great Britain. It was dig- 
nified, resolute and courageous, and 
presented a course of action for our 
government which was worthy of the 
approval and support of the American 
people. While it might have caused 
some persons to sulk like Achilles and 
others to indulge in abuse, the general 
sentiment was that the President 
should he upheld in his effort to maiu- 
taiu the honor of (lie country and the 
rights and diguity of her citizens. 
This message and the tariff message 
of President ( 'leveland should be record- 
ed together in history. Oue sought to 
reduce taxes and lighten the burden 
of the people ; the other sought to 
maintain the right and dignity of the 
American citizen, and both would be 
remembered forever. Prompted by 
patriotic purposes and ll.e earnest desire 
to settle all disputed questions, tbe 
President ojieued negotiation* and con- 
cluded a treaty with Great Britain and 
•ubinilUd it to the Uuited States Senate 
for ratification. That wan the proper 
course— the course which inlelligec t 
and enlightened opinion sustained. If , 
the President tisd res »r - e i to ratal iatnry 
anensur.- without any attempt to make 
■ treaty, lhe r e we e those who would 
l»avt criticised him, and |ierhaps ceu- 
aared him.

— It pays better sometimes to keep 
a patch of rye for pasturing instead of 
allowing it to grow and mature. If 
used as green food nntil grass shall 
become plentiful tlio rye may be 
plowed under and the land put in Ger- 
man mill et, which is a summer crop. 
By this method no loss of time or crop 
will rcsulL 

■ — The best soil for tlio strawberry is 
a deep, strong loam, with an imper- 
vious, bard -pan subsoil. This land 
should be au old field that will grow 
three-fourths of a ton of hay lo the 
acre, and should be planted to corn 
the first year, the second year to po- 
tatoes. These two years to hoed crops 
will well fit the land for the strawber- 
ry and will clear it of the white grub, 
the worst enemy of the strawberry 
plant 

— Chickens sometimes hav e dropsy. 
Tiie usual symptoms which accompany 
it show, by tho bird staggering for a 
short time, and then seeming to lose 
the use of its feet which turn in- 
wards, and in most cases its under 
bill protrudes further than Ihe upper 
one. Tho shortening of the under bill 
is an invarable accompaniment of 
water on the brain, being due to the 
abnormal development of tbe fore- 
head.

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ONYX ORNAMENTS. 

Where the Slone Conn Prom nnd flow 
It 1« Cat ana Colored. 

O.ivx is a variety of agate conslsU 
ing of layers of varigate l chalcedony, 
arrange l in parallel bands. The 
colors of the successive strata vary in 
different stories, bnt in the typical 
onyx they are black and white. If 
one of I he layers consists of the brown 
chalcedony known as sard or the red 
variety known as carnelian, the re- 
sulting stone is termed a sardonyx. It 
was probably this kind of stone that 
originally suggested the name, onyx 
(from onux, a nail), since the con- 
trasts between its layers remotely re- 
sembles that between the flesh-colored 
part of the finger-nail aud the white 
lunula at Its root. When au onyx 
presents a thin layer of whitish chal- 
cedony spread over a black grouud. 
tiie upper statnm often exhibits a blu- 
ish tinge, nnd collectors at the present 
day term such a stone nicolo, evident- 
ly a coemption of the Italian dimin- 
utive onico'o. or little onyx. The 
principal European depots for these 
stones are Idar. on the Rhine, and 
Oberstein, on the Nahe. a small town 
in tier many, near Bingen. 

Fine onyx comes from Uruguay and 
is fonnd among the gravels of the 
Tarquaire and the Rio Pardo. These 
are known to the trade as Brazilian 
agates, and it is from them that all of 
our onyx is obtained. The very finest 
specimens come front India. Onyx, 
ou account of the straight banding of 
the strata, is well adapted for the cut- 
ting of cameos and was much used 
by the ancients for that purpose. 
The onyx used in this city, and in 
■fact, throughout the United States, 

: comes front Brazil. It will be news to 
'many to learn that black onyx is 
'colored artificially. The original 
stone is a soapy white and being 
homogenous in parts, more readily 
absorbs the different ingredients that 
jgo to make up its new dress. The 
lapidaries who perform the work of 
cutting these stones, live in Germany, 
to which place the New York manu- 
jfacturer sends his different models in 
I wood or brass, or even an occasional 
■ drawing of the particular kind of jew- 
*clry lie has orders for. The rock is 
!l rokcu into pieces and the better por- 
Mions reserved for the coloring process 
|A J.ih’t street manufacturer informed a 
! reporter that often, out of one ton of 
' agate shipped from Brazil to Ger- 
many, at the expense of the owner, 
t.ot more than fifty pounds were fit for 
use, and thus it can be seen how very 
expansive onyx becomes when made 
t p into jewelry. 

The costliest parts of the agate hav- 
ing been picked out, they are then 
boiled in an iron pot for thirty hours, 
into w hich had been previously placed 
equal quantities of liouey and sul- 
phuric acid. Tiic boiling process en- 
ables the two ingredients to carbonize, 
and hence we have the black appear- 
ance. So age of the agates are won- 
derfully compact. Frequently a stone 
one and one-half inches in diameter, 
after having been boiled for two days, 
will exhibit, when broken up for use, a 
small white spot in its heart, thus 
showing the finesse of its texture. 
O tys is principally used for mourning 
jewelry, aud is made into lace-pins, 
brooches, ear-rings, collar buttons, 
studs, sleeve-links, scarf-pins, breast- 
pins, watch-chains, chatelaines and 
bracelets. The mannfacturer showed 
a bracelet cut in Oberstein, 
and containing fifty-four d iff- rent 
pieces, the cost of which was $75. In 
this same bracelet there were one hun- 
dred and eight distinct holes, through 
which was drawn gold wire, all bored 
by hand. Auolher reason for the ex- 
pense of this jewelry is that all the 
boring anil chasing must be done by 
hand and is a novel process. A piece 
of soft iron about the thickness of a 
needle is used, the point being first 
split, into which is inserted iwo dia- 
mond chips which are allowed to pro- 
ject on either side. The ar isan fast- 
ens this into a wooden spool, and ar- 
ranging a bow so as to be used in the 
manner of a lathe, he sits down to his 
daily labor, and tedious it is Onyx 
is also uiade into buttons and the best 
customers some of the New York 
merchants have are the army and 
navy people in Washington, who. 
when summer arrives, put on their 
light and white uniforms, and .in lieu 
of gold they invariably wear onyx. 
They do not mind the expense, when 
they pay at the rate of $24 a dozen 
for buttons .
